F fo. EXIM/Pension/2006/F. No. 1 l/3/2003-IR(Vol. II). —In exercise of the powers conferred 
by clai ise (e) of Sub-section (2) of Section 39 read with Sub-section (3) of Section 27 of the Export- 
Impor; Bank of India Act, 1981 (28 of 1981), the Board of Directors of the Export-Import Bank of 
India, tvith the previous sanction of the Central Government, hereby makes the following regulations

(7)In the tase of a pensioner eligible for superannuation pension, or pension on voluntary 
retirement, or premature retirement pension, no medical examination shall be 
necessary, if the application for commutation is made within one year from the date of 
retirerftent. However, if such a pensioner applies for commutation of pension after one 
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year from the date of his retirement, the same will be permitted subject to medical 
examination: 


Provided that in the case of an applicant who is in receipt of a provisional pension as 
in regulation 45 and for whom pension in whole or in part on the finalisation of the 
departmental or judicial proceedings has been authorised, the period of one year 
referred to in this sub-regulation shall reckon from the date of issue of the orders 
consequent upon the finalisation of the departmental or judicial proceedings.
